WARNS AGAEVST BUYING 


THE CHEAP GRASS SEED 


Many Ohioans will sow weeds in 


their lawns this spring unless they 
learn 
to distinguish high-grade 


from low-grade seed., Quantities of 
weedy lawn seed are being offered 
for sale all over Ohio at this time. 


This is th« statement of crops 


specialists at Ohio State university 
issued after examining brands of 
grass seed bought In 
Columbus. 


The fault is said to lie less with 
thu seedsmen than with a public, 
not aware that cheap seeds prove 


in the end the most expensive. 


"The new Ohio pure seed law re- 


quires the seedsman to mark per- 
centage of purity on the package," 
says C. J. Willara, who ma,kes the 
statement 
for 
his 
department. 


"This law, however, will not fully 
accomplish its purpose, until the 
public learns to read the label and 
not to buy seed priced around a 
quarter a pound. 


"One sample which this depart- 


ment has just examined is marked 
to contain 4 per cent of foreign 
seeds. The magnifying glass shows 
that this 4 per cent includes a 
large number of noxious weeds.

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THE GERMAN-RUSSIAN TREATY

The expected has happened. Germany and Russia 


have entered into an economic alliance. German in- 
genuity and resourcefulness and Russian natural and 
unexploited wealth will make a formidable economic 
combination. 


The treaty was inevitable in view of the continued 


economic isolation of both countries. The situation it 
creates does not augur well for the peace of Europe. 
Russia today has the largest standing army in Europe. 
What may happen should Germany refuse to pay her in- 
demnity is a matter of conjecture, but it does not re- 
quire very vivid imagination to see the possibilities.
